WAS WASHINGTON BoftN IN ENGLAND ? 


—The Boston Transcript pnblisbes an ex- 
tract from a letter dated Isleworth, Middle- 
sex, England, Feb. 25, 1851, and addressed 
to Geo. Harvey, Esq., Winthrop House, Bos- 
ton. 
Mr. Field has in his possession an 


original portrait of Washington's toother, 
which he wishes to present to our government. 
Mr. Field is 76 years old, and a gentleman in 
every way to be relied on. He raises the 
question of Washington's native land, by the 
follow paragraph: 


"It happened when I was a boy, that being 


in the neighborhood of Cookham, Berkshire, 
with «n uncle of mine, he pointed out a pret- 
ty country cottage in which the parents of 
General Washington resided, and from which 
they removed to America. Our road led lo a 
green or common, where there resided a Mrs. 
Ann Morer, whose maiden name was, I be- 
lieve, Taylor, who there showed me the por- 
trait of Mrs. Washington, and other relics of 
the family, given to her when they quitted 
the place for America, to which country her 
aunt and mother, she told me,' took their son 
(George Washington) in her arms.' I be- 
lieve I use her own expression."
